AN ACT to Legalize the Organization and Official Proceedings of In­
dependent District No.7, orDecatur Township, in Decatur county. 

W HEBBAS, Certain territory oeded by independent distriots num.­
bers one and seven, in Decatur townsbip, Decatur county, Iowa, 
was, in the month of March, A. D., 1877, organized as indep"n­
dent district nomber seven, in said township; a board of directors 
elected, to serve as directors of said· independent <iietrict; taxes 
levied; a school-bouse erected; a teacher employed, and other 
acts done which, by law, devolve upon the electors and directors 
ofiodependent school diRtricts; and, 

W BEREAS, Doubts have arisen concerning the legality of said 
independent district organization; therefore, 

Be it enacted bV t/,e Genttral A88embly 0/ t/&e State of 
Iowa: 

SECTION 1. That the organization of independent district 
Organlzallon number seven, in Deoatur township, Decatur county, Iowa, the 
:f,~I:~~C!(ot_ election of directors for said independent district, the levy of taxes 
Ill'erlllegal- therein, and all other official aots of said directors, be, and tbe 
bed. nme are hereby legalized and Inade valid, the RaIne as though the 

said independent district was organized in strict oonformity with 
all the requirements of law.

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of 
Iowa:

SEOTlON 1. Tbat there sball be three trllstees elected in each Term oCoftice. 
townsbip, who shall hold their office for the term of three years, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

SEC. 2. At the general election in 1878 there shall be elected dame. 
in each townsbip of the state, tbf'88 trllsW68, one of whom shall 
hold his office for one .year, one for two years, and one for three 
years, tbeir respeotive terms to be determined by lot by the board 
of canvassers ot' said townsbip; and annually thereafter there 
shall be one trustee elected, who shall continlle in office for three 
years and until bis suocessor is eleoted and qualified. •
